Father, Son and Holy War 

(1994, 16mm Colour) 

Part 1. Trial by Fire ( 60 mins.); Part 2. Hero Pharmacy ( 60 mins.) 


Father, Son and Holy War began as a film about communal violence in 
India. In the seven years it took to complete, the connection between 
religion, violence and male identity became increasingly apparent. 

Politics have changed in the world. Universalist values are in short supply. 
The vacuum created by the demise of socialist ideals has been filled by 
religious revival. Minorities are the scapegoats of every calamity. Identity 
has closed in upon itself as nations subdivide into narrower nations, each 
ready, almost eager, to annihilate the other or extinguish itself on the altar 
of martyrdom. 

Father, Son and Holy War explores the possibility that a key to the 
psychology of violence against “the other” lies in male insecurity, itself 
an inevitable product of the very construction of the notion of “manhood”. 

Part 1. Trial by Fire is a reference to the fire ordeal to which the Hindu 
god-king Ram subjected his wife Sita, in order to test her fidelity. It also 
obviously refers to the the communal fires which have consumed India 
in recent years. 

‘Sati’ or the ritual burning of Roop Kanwar on the funeral pyre of her 
husband in 1987; the “purifying” fire rituals of the upper castes and the 
communal fires that raged in Bombay in 1993 after the demolition of the 
Babri mosque in Ayodhya- all these are ranged against a small group 
of fire-fighters: a working class Rajasthani woman who refuses to glorify 
Sati; a Muslim woman who fights against discriminatory personal laws 
and a band of Hindus and Muslims who march for communal harmony 
through riot-torn streets of Bombay. 

Part 2. Hero Pharmacy describes the construction of “manhood”in the 
context of religious strife. The Hindu majority has been brought up on 
stories of marauding Muslim invaders who raped their women, 
destroyed their temples, and practiced forcible religious conversion. 
Today a section of Hindus want revenge for crimes committed centuries 
ago. They reject non-violence as a form of impotence and set out to be 
“real men”. 


In the changed context, the Muslim minority despite fears of genocide, 
are not about to take things lying down. They too are driven by the im- 
perative to be “real men”. The result is carnage. 

Is violence inherent in the human condition? Evidence shows that human 
beings existed on the planet for over 50,000 years in relative harmony 
with nature and with each other. Wars began less than 5000 years ago. 
Today Macho Man rules in every land; Rambo, the ideal of every man. 
Where do we go from here?
